His  love  for  engineer- 
ing led  him  to  go  to  Mexico  where  he  procured 
a  job  in  a  gold  mine.  It  was  while  he  was 
driving  from  Mexico  to  visit  his  parents  in 
California  that  he  met  with  the  accident  that 
resulted  in  his  death. 

While  Randy  was  at  Governor  Dummer.  he 
took  an  active  part  in  school  life.  He  was 
president  of  the  Glee  Club,  vice-president  ot 
the  Outing  Club,  manager  of  hockey,  and  a 
member  of  the  "Secret  Six"  who  started  the 
building  campaign.  Upon  graduating,  he  was 
the  recipient  of  a  special  prize  as  one  who 
during  his  course  at  Governor  Dummer  had 
"broken  all  previous  school  records  for  im- 
provement as  a  student  and  as  a  boy." 

The  service,  at  which  the  Reverend  Car- 
roll Perry  officiated,  was  attended  by  the 
school  and  faculty  and  by  relatives  of  the 
family  and  close  friends  of  Randy's.  Ar- 
gyle  Scott  and  Russell  Patton,  both  very  inti- 
mate friends  of  Randv's  and  members  of  his 
class,  drove  from  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin,  and 


Lafavette  College  respectively  to  attend  the 
service.  Others  who  were  also  present  were 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  E.  Stearns,  the  former 
headmaster  and  his  wife  of  Phillips  Academy 
of  Andover,  and  Mrs.  Frank  Ashburn.  wife  of 
the  headmaster  of  the  Brooks  School.

DR.  PERCY  KAMMERER  OF 

AVON  OLD  FARMS  AMONG 

RECENT  VESPER  SPEAKERS 


Mr.  Charles  Buell  of  Milton  Academv  spoke 
at  Vespers  on  March  15  of  the  first  officer  of 
the  S.  S.  California,  which  received  the  near-by 
Titanic' s  SOS.  His  choice  between  obedience 
to  his  caotain  and  adherence  to  humanitarian 
principles  exemplifies  a  conflict  common  in 
life.  Interfering  principles  demand  judgment, 
Mr.  Buell  said,  and  permanent  effect  rather 
than  expediency  must  be  considered. 

The  speaker  on  April  12  was  Mr.  Emery  S. 
Basford  of  the  English  department  of  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover,  who  gave  a  clear  cut 
and  practical  talk  on  the  subject  of  prayer. 
He  pointed  out  that  all  races  in  all  eras  have 
resorted  to  prayer,  and  that  therefore  it  is  a 
natural  human  function.  We  should  make 
regular  use  of  it,  rather  than  save  it  for  times 
of  emergency  and  crisis. 

The  worth  of  independent  thought  was 
stressed  by  Dr.  Percy  G.  Kammerer,  provost 
of  Avon  Old  Farms,  at  Vespers  on  April  19. 
The  indoctrination  of  patriotism  in  European 
peoples,  like  American  slogans  and  dogmas, 
threatens  individuality.  We  should  listen  for 
knowledge  but  should  use  it  only  in  connection 
with  our  personal  convictions.  Education 
should  impart  no  credo,  but  only  the  ability 
to  reason. 

Mr.  Donald  Leith  of  the  history  department 
of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  at  the  service 
on  April  26,  warned  of  the  indifferent  world 
before  us.  In  the  strong  competition  for  jobs, 
the  best  preparation  is  the  mastery  of  a  general 
vocational  field,  so  that  loss  of  position  leaves 
one  ready  to  occupy  any  similar  opening. 
Thus  can  one  best  serve  society  and  ultimately 
himself. 
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For  sign  posts  in  our  moral  desert,  the 
Reverend  Frederick  Meek  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  in  Biddeford  suggested  six 
points,  at  Vespers  on  May  3.  A  contemplated 
act  should  stand  the  tests  of  common  sense, 
fairness  to  others,  publicity,  admiration,  and 
ultimate  result,  and  advantage  should  be  taken 
o+"  the  experience  found  in  history.

^he  Qood  Old  'Days

(Editor's  Note) :  The  following  is  the  third 
in  the  series  of  original  compositions  written 
by  members  of  the  English  classes  and  select- 
ed for  publication  in  The  Archon.) 


We  have  all  experienced  that  feeling  of  in- 
ternal anguish  which  surges  through  us  when 
a  member  of  some  preceding  generation  breaks 
forth  in  loud  praise  of  the  "good  old  days" 
and  in  scathing  condemnation  of  the  present 
era.  But  we  have  never  argued  the  point,  or 
if  we  have,  it  has  been  in  a  timid  half-hearted 
manner.

point.  Even  now  the  praises  of  the  mighty 
John  L,  of  the  incomparable  Ted  Coy,  and  of 
the  unbeatable  Charley  Paddock  are  ringing 
in  our  defenseless  ears.  Let  us  consider  for  a 
moment  these  three  as  typical  examples.  We 
are  informed  of  the  prowess  of  John  L.  Sulli- 
van, and  we  have  heard  of  his  remarkable  abil- 
ity and  fearlessness,  but,  also,  we  are  cogni- 
zant of  his  weakness  for  liquor.  What  great 
athlete  of  today  would  dream  of  training  on 
liquor?  How  could  a  drunkard  hope  to  stay 
in  the  same  ring  with  one  Joe  Louis?  Of 
course,  the  defenders  of  the  past  scoff  at  Joe 
Louis  and  add  insult  to  injury  by  claiming  Sul- 
livan to  be  so  great  that  he  had  no  use  for 
training.

With  the  score  tied  at  10-10  in  the  last 
half  of  the  ninth  inning,  Joe  Hoague  pnunded 
out  a  double  that  scored  Johnny  Carver  and 
defeated  the  Belmont  Hill  nine,  11-10,  on 
Morse  Field,  May  2.

AS  TRACKMEN  OPEN  SEASON 


The  Governor  Dummer  spring  track  team 
made  its  debut  at  Durham,  New  Hampshire, 
Saturday,  May  2,  in  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Interscholastic  track  and  field  meet,  and  col- 
lected 9  points  against  strong  competition.

coaching  with  which  our  modern  teams  are 
endowed?  The  training  factor  is  a  vital  one, 
and  it  seems  that  a  present-day  eleven,  smart- 
ly coached  in  technique  and  training,  would 
smother  a  combination  of  the  past. 


The  contemporaries  are  in  their  glory  when 
Charley  Paddock  and  other  old-time  track 
luminaries  are  mentioned,  for  in  this  one  field 
if  in  no  other,  the  superiority  of  the  modern 
stars  cannot  be  questioned.  Charley  Paddock 
is  probably  the  best-known  track  star  to  com- 
pete before  1925.  At  that  time  he  held  prac- 
tically every  record  from  the  twenty-yard  dash 
up  to  the  three  hundred  meter  run,  but  in  the 
record  books  we  find  that  all  but  one  obsolete 
record  of  his  have  been  erased.  Charley  Pad- 
dock was  great,  but  quite  definitely  today's 
runners  are  greater.  All  but  four  of  the  forty- 
two  track  and  field  records  have  been  estab- 
lished since  1925.  This  superiority  of  mod- 
ern athletes  over  the  former  stars  rather  takes 
the  glory  out  of  the  "good  old  days". 

But  let  us  leave  the  athletes  and  dwell  for 
a  time  on  one  other  point  which  the  adults  are 
likely  to  emphasize.  How  many  times  have 
we  heard  of  those  good  old-fashioned  winters 
when  there  were  mountains  of  snow  and  the 
thermometer  never  rose  above  zer3?  We  must 
investigate  this  statement  and  compare  the 
intensity  of  the  past  and  present  winters.  For 
example,  we  find  that  the  average  fall  of  snow 
in  New  York  City  during  the  period  from 
1887 — 1890  was  nearly  one  inch  less  than 
that  from  1932 — 1935,  while  the  average  tem- 
peratures for  these  two  periods  differed  in- 
versely by  just  one  degree.  We  find,  there- 
fore, that  there  is  really  no  choice,  but  at 
least  we  now  have  some  basis  on  which  to 
argue  against  the  heretofore  accepted  super- 
iority of  those  hardy  souls  who  spent  their 
youth  in  the  past. 

The  discovery  of  these  facts  which  prove 
that  the  modern  athlete  is  superior  to  his  pre- 
decessor and  that  the  weather  conditions  have 
witnessed  practically  no  change  makes  life 
more  enjoyable,  for  no  longer  need  we  live  in 
dread,  fearing  to  talk  lengthily  with  an  elder 
lest  he  mention  "those  good  old  days". 
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
